Tho situstion in general is unchanged, the 
Americans do not advance but are waiting 
for reinforcements and the rebels keep up 
an irritating fire both in Jaro and Lapath. 
From Negros wo hear that very little work 
is being ‘done on the plantations, the na- 
tives who have anything want to receive 
the Americans with open arms, but there 
are muny who'are not agreeable to this. 
The fact that there have been no communi- 
cations from Concepcion makes us bolieve 
that sume disaster must have’ occurred 
there.

OUR NATIONAL WEAK: POINTS:- 
To the Editor of the ‘Caixa Mat.’

Dear Ma Eprroz,—In your Tuesday's in- 
nue you gave a report of a lecture by Col, 
Elsdale, R.E., delivered in the City Hall, 
on our * National Weak Points.’ It is pro- 
fessedly not 4 verbatim report, sv it would 
be unfair to criticise tho gallant Colonel’s 
dictum on any particular expression, but 
the dominant note appears to be in his 
opinion, ‘ Vulyarity.’ The lecturer must 
have had a special meaning in his mind for 
the word as applied to British folk ; the 
dictionary explanation is ‘common, ordin- 
ary.’ If taken on this rendering, tho state 
of factsdé” not accord with the lecturer's 
decision that the people aro characterised 
by an innate vulg-rity. F 

This is about the last charge that. ony 
logical thinker would have made, There are 
national weak points, and enuugh, but to 
pick out vulgarity as the most dominant 
sin appears to A common man quife out of 
range. ‘This vulgarity did not as a general 
tula show itself to any appreciable oxtent 
in the upper classes ' is areported expres. 
sion. That is the most curious statement 
of all, for if ‘common, ordinary’ be the 
correct rendering of vulgar, then the wpper 
classes of the English race are in habits, 
thoughts, and modes of expression more 
uniform and so more ordinary than the 
people who work -and live in Bethnal 
Breen, Mile End = Road or tho mining 
villages of the Black Country. 

‘Don't ye know’ or ‘that fellah’ is 
quite as innately vulgar as ‘wat cheer 
Chawley,’ that is, the expressiona are both 
common and ordinary amougst the cass 
who use them. 

Without going into teo much detailed 
criticism and su to avoid comparing our 

wople with other nationalities, which might 
fo considered bad taste, and not gond form, 
Iwill note ‘The vulgarity of Englishmen 
was due tu the slowness, the dulness, the 
poverty of their imagination.’ It is very 
evident that the gallant Colencl is not a 
student of history or an observer whose 
opinion can be trasted, or lie might havo 
rememberod, or referred to records of such 
facts, that the greatest patriots, liw-givers, 
fizhtors, writers and leaders of tha .race 
came frum the common or ordinary people 
In the first category might ‘be mentioned 
Jack Cade, Juha Kuox. George Washing- 
ton, Abraham Lincoln, Cobbett thd a host 
of others aud to come to aconclusion on this 
wins it scarcely can be contended that 
Will Shakesponr of Stratford, or Oliver 
Cromwell of Huntingdom were slow; dull 
or devoid uf imagination, nor wera thay 
aristocrats, but just common or ordinary 
people and thorefure vulgar. Indio is said 
tobe the brightest jewel in tho crown of 
Britain. Clise and Warren Hastinga had 
something to do with the gaining of that 
jewel, but they did not lack imagination. 

'o also charge the messes with the loss of 
the North Americon cvlonies is not only 9 
‘proverty of spirit’ but a want of appre- 
ciation of the sublime and actual truth that 
they had nothing to do with it. - 

‘The masses’ require to be taught the 
magnificence of the groat heritage handed 
down to them from their forefathers.’

Now it is the custom 
amongst matives whenever they are paid 
in notes issued by lucal banks to take 
them to the issuers for verification, When 
Hung Yi recvived tho_nvove notes they 
wore taken as usual for verification fo the | 
four Lauks named in the notes who chop- 
ped them as ‘good.’ But when the notes 
fell due and Hung Yii wont to collect their 
money, the banks in question refused to 
‘pay on tho plea that-a. foreiga -firm-with 
some Chinese employts of that hong had 
come to them warning them that the notes 
in question had been lost by them, and or- 
dering these banks not to honour tho notos 
when presented. Naturally Hung Yii re- 


sented this and took the banks to 
task, representing. that ‘as thoy (the 
four banks) had stamped their vorificationa 
on thoir own notes they wero legal 
tender, according to banking custom from 
tims immemorial, and that they had no 
right to dishonour their own notes in this 
way. But protedy as Hung Yii would the 
four banks sth tpfused to honour their 
notes. In con ance of this the Hung 
Yit Bank addressed the Committees of the 
North and South Bank Guilds asking 
for a joint meeting of tha membars of the 
two Guilda to consider the quastion, and 
a moeting being held the other day it was 
contended that, as the notes in ques. 
tion had never heen lost, it was simply 
absurd to declare that they had been, lost. 
Moreover, if any fraud had beon commit- 
ted, the proper person reaponeiblo for it is 
Chon the bankrupt and now ‘absconded 
proprietor ofthe Yah Chih korosens oil 
hong. .
